• RANDLE indicated he was personally, acquainted 
with IZE H. OSWALD but the. degree of association was not 
discussed with Mr. and Mrs, THOMPSON. 



RANDLE attempted to contact one MARVIN RANDLE by 
uole phone number BL 3-9040, in Irving, Texas, about 7:30 p.n. , 
on November 22, 1963, but was unsuccessful in. making contact. 
RANDLE then left the Austin Motel and later the Dallas, TExas 
telephone operator number 22 tried to contact RANDLE at the 
Austin Motel and left a message for him to call telephone 
number BL 3-8965 j operator 22, in Dallas, Texas. 

Mrs. THOMPSON advised that when RANDLE returned 
to the motel about 11 p.m. , he placed a long distance 
call -to v-the operator as indicated above and reported to tjhem 
that he had leamtd that his wife had been called in for 
questioning concerning the assassination of President KENNEDY, 
possibly regarding his knowledge of LEE H. OSWALD.
